A RETURN of the Number of Sturdy Beggars and Vagrants received in the 
Work-house of Cork in each of the last Twenty Years. 

IN obedience to an Order of the Honourable House, dated the 18th day of February 
1830, requiring various Returns connected with the establishment, by such Order called 
and generally known by the name of “The Foundling Hospital of Cork,” the Governors of 
the Workhouse called the Foundling Hospital made a Return, wherein were set forth the 
Acts of Parliament by which the funds placed by law under the control of such Governors 
were made applicable exclusively to the support of foundling or deserted children left on 
the several parishes of the city, suburbs and liberties of Cork, and under which another 
hospital was established in Cork, called “The Workhouse or House of Industy ” for thp 
reception of “ vagabonds and sturdy beggars.” 1 

There have not been received into the Workhouse called the Foundling Hospital estab- 
lished under the 9th of Geo. 2, c. 25, any sturdy beggars within the last 20 years but 
persons ol that description have been, within that period, constantly received into the 
“Workhouse or House of Industry,” established in Cork under the Act of the 11th & 
12th Geo. 3, c. 30. The Governors of the Workhouse or Foundling Hospital have not 
any control over the other establishment, and are unable to make a return of the number 
of sturdy beggars and vagrants received into the same in any of the years specified in the 
Order of the Honourable House.
